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Youth service 
jobs could go 
in shake-up 

A STAFF shake-up is expected to lead to 
more than a dozen job losses within Sandwell 
Council's young people’s services department. 

The authority has announced a restructure and 
reduction programme which will lead to more than 
21 redundancies, though some new roles will be 
created. 

A 30-day consultation period about the job cuts is 
now taking place and, if approved, workers could go 
as early as June. 

The cash-strapped council is currently battling to 
save £75 million over the next four years. 

A report to the borough’s cabinet member for 
youth, culture and leisure, Councillor Ann Shackle- 
ton, said the staffing restructuring would lead to the 
losses of more than 14 fulltime equivalent posts. 

The report states: “It was proposed to revise the 
current way of working to focus specifically on the 
borough’s different geographical areas. This linked 
with the council’s new organisational structures and 
reduced the need for six teams down to three. 

“Moreover, this created a more equitable and effi¬ 
cient way of working and greater budgetary control 
would be exercised centrally.” 

Payouts 

The authority is also facing a multi-million pound 
bill for redundancy payouts. 

Bosses have set aside a £4m cash pot and have 
been given permission to borrow a further £5.7m 
from the Government. 

The authority has said that a total of 800 jobs 
council jobs could be at risk next year due to budget 
cuts. A total of 150 posts have already gone from chil¬ 
dren’s services, including staff working in children’s 
social care, the youth offending team and primary 
and secondary school consultants. 

Cllr Shackleton added: “As a response to Govern¬ 
ment cuts, the council has had to restructure young 
people’s services. 

“In effect, the budget has been cut by 20 per cent. 

“This has meant the service has had to save 
£500,000 for 2011/12 which unfortunately will result 
in some redundancies. 

“This is a difficult time for Young People’s Serv¬ 
ices. Whilst we are concerned about any loss of jobs, 
this has had to happen.” 


53-YEAR-OLD MAN BRANDED A DANGER TO CHILDREN 

PERVERT 
TEACHER 
IS JAILED 


A PRIMARY school 
teacher who led a double 
life as a “manipulative 
and deceptive” pae¬ 
dophile has been jailed for 
six years for abusing 
three pupils decades ago 
in Oldbury. 

Josef Norford, aged 53, was 
labelled a “real danger to 
young boys” after being found 
guilty of sexualy abusing the 
youngsters at Brandhall 
Primary School. 

Norford kissed and touched the 
youngsters from the Edinburgh Road 
school, often several times a week. 

Judge Michael Challinor told him at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court on 


Monday: “You were in a position of 
trust and you used your position to 
groom the boys. 

‘Your tactics were subtle and all the 
more insidious for that. 

‘You used your charm on the boys in 
order to groom them.” 

Judge Challinor said no force was 
ever used against the victims but he 
would tell them they were being “silly” 
if they resisted his advances. 

The three victims had the added 
ordeal of giving evidence at a trial 
earlier this year, at which Norford, of 
Elmbridge Road, Perry Barr, was 
found guilty of five charges of indecent 
assault. 

Evidence 

Judge Challinor said one of the 
victims in particular had “suffered a 
great deal” as a result of the abuse. 

A second was “clearly very embar¬ 
rassed” to have to come to court and 
give evidence. 


“He looked ashamed”, said the judge. 
“You represent a real danger to young 
boys and you continue to maintain 
your innocence.” 

Judge Challinor commended the 
three victims for having the courage to 
report the abuse to police and to give 
evidence 

He said: “They and their families 
must not feel any shame about what 
happened. 

“They were manipulated and 
deceived by a paedophile who as a 
result of their courage will not be able 
to abuse children.” 

Mr Earl Pinnock, defending, said: 
“He has lost his reputation as a teacher 
and was held in some good regard. 

“For the teacher of young children, 
this was a significant breach of trust.” 

The barrister added: “He has a 
problem and to some extent is still 
running away from his responsibili¬ 
ties. He’s a man who is still in denial.”

At the Jolly Collier, near Mr Met¬ 
calfe’s family home in Junction Street, 
Mandy Fanthom said: “He was always 
so smart, a genuine gentleman. 

“He will be missed by a lot of people.”

Raid on McDonald’s 


FOUR masked raiders armed 
with a crowbar and an axe robbed a 
packed McDonald’s restaurant in 
Smethwick at teatime on Monday. 

Terrified customers watched as the 
gang burst into the branch in Cape Hill 
and forced their way into a back office 
while a cash collection was taking 
place. They threatened staff with the 
crowbar and axe before escaping with a 
large amount of cash. 

Detectives believe the gang was loi¬ 
tering in the area for some time before 
pouncing at 5.15pm. 

Detective Constable Simon Pittaway 
saidy: “The nature of this robbery sug¬ 
gests that the offenders had been in the 
area some time before striking, as they 
quickly arrived at the scene just as the 
cash collection was being made. 

“They had the nerve to enter a restau¬ 


rant at teatime, when it would have 
been full of people. 

“As a result, there must be several 
people who witnessed them arriving at 
the scene, the robbery taking place and 
then the offenders leaving the area. 

“We urge them to come forward and 
tell us what they know to help with our 
investigation.”

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Carer is furious 
at council U-turn 


A CARER has hit back at 
Sandwell Council claiming they 
never apologised for withdraw¬ 
ing a £11,500 grant he used to 
look after his severely disabled 
wife. 

But the council has now prom¬ 
ised to reimburse him for out-of- 
pocket expenses incurred 
because the authority took a U- 
turn on his application. 

Des Brown, of Tipton, said he was left 
out of pocket when Sandwell Council 
cancelled the grant application on 
October 1, last year, the day the money 
was due to go into his account.

The 62-year old needed the money to 
help look after his wife Sharmon, who he 
has cared for full-time for the past 19 
years. 

But council officers visited his apart¬ 
ment, in High Street, and informed him 
and his wife, who suffers with deafness, 
asthma, diabetes and a hip problem, 
that there had been an “error”. 

Back in 2009, Sandwell Council told 
Mr Brown he was eligible for the grant. 
However, a council official told Mr 
Brown that he should have never been 
offered the grant in the first place and 
that he was not eligible because he lives 
in an apartment where residents can 
call of the council’s own carers for extra 
support, free-of-charge. 

The money, which would have been in 
addition to his £43 per week carer’s 
allowance, was budgeted by Mr Brown 
to help pay for services such as clean¬ 
ing, cooking and escorting his 53-year- 
old wife to her hospital appointments. 

Sandwell Council’s cabinet member 
for adult social care Councillor Linda 
Horton said: “We have apologised to Mr 
Brown and a senior manager has been 
out to see him and has listened to his 
complaint. 

Evidence 

“We are now waiting for Mr Brown to 
provide the council with evidence of 
payments he has made for his wife’s 
care, which we feel is a reasonable thing 
to ask him to do. 

“Once we receive evidence that he has 
paid for that care, we will be happy to 
reimburse him for any out of pocket 
costs that have arisen by him paying for 
that care.” 

Last year Cllr Horton said there had 
been a genuine human error adding 
that a reimbursement would “ensure 
Mr Brown was no worse off and that his 
wifes needs were already being met by 
the accommodation and support pro¬ 
vided by the extra care housing 
scheme.” 


However, Mr Brown who said his 
wife’s condition has worsened in the last 
two years, claims that they are still 
awaiting a reply from the council. 

He also said he believed that the 
council’s lack of understanding has 
caused a lot of distress for his wife. 

Mr Brown claimed: “I have had no 
response from the council in the way of 
an apology or reimbursement and I cer¬ 
tainly haven’t received a visitor from 
senior management. 

“We have been hugely let down by the 
council and the longer this goes on the 
angrier I am getting with them and 
their lack of care. 

“When we were first told about the 
grant, it was a real life-line for us and we 
finally thought we were going to be able 
to get the support that we have wanted 
for so many years. 

“And as for saying there is free 
support where we live, this is ridiculous 
because any services you require you 
have to pay for, so obviously we have 
never used them because we can’t afford 
it.” 

Claiming to have made several 
attempts to get in touch with the 
council, Mr Brown added that he will 
not back down until he receives the 
apology they were promised three 
months ago. 

Mr Brown said: “That money would 
have helped me care for my wife and our 
home while allowing me to provide some 
extra assistance when taking her to hos¬ 
pital appointments. 

“My wife has been denied things 
because we just can’t afford it. The 
council have caused us an endless 
amount of heartache and although I 
have receipts for everything I refuse to 
give them the evidence until they apolo¬ 
gise. 

“We’re back to square one, with 
absolutely nothing. They have left us 
completely high and dry and I will fight 
this to ensure they don’t do the same to 
anyone else.”

Library 
is to be 
sold off 

OLDBURY’S historic, grade II 
listed library is set to be sold off 
within weeks. 

Council bosses said negotiations 
with a buyer are well advanced and the 
sale should be completed within the 
next two months. 

The building was placed on the 
market in March last year, following 
the decision to build a new £6 million 
library and office block. 

The library, in Church Street is just 
yards from the new development, Jack 
Judge House in Halesowen Street, 
which has been built on the site of the 
former bus station. 

Sandwell Council would not confirm 
what the library will be used for if the 
sale goes ahead, or the identity of the 
buyer. 

However the building does have 
“change of use” planning permission, 
to be converted into offices. 

Sandwell Council cabinet member 
for jobs and economy Councillor Ian 
Jones said: “Negotiations with a buyer 
are well advanced and we hope they 
will be concluded within two months.” 

Sandwell Council announced the 
library would go up for sale along with 
two other properties, office buildings 
253 High Street, Smethwick and 
Control House in Shaftesbury Street, 
West Bromwich, after deeming them 
surplus to requirements. 

Offices 

It wants to spend cash generated by 
the sale on revamping offices in the 
borough. 

The library in Church Street is still 
open, and will remain so until the new 
building opens its doors in April. 

A January opening date had been set 
for Jack Judge House but was put back 
due to bad weather and a fire. 

The new build was hit by fire in Sep¬ 
tember when flames spread through 
30ft of insulation. 

Seven fire engines were brought in 
as part of the battle to control the 
flames for two hours. 

The new 4,306 sq ft of library will 
also include office space for 300 
workers on the floors above. 

The council is currently reviewing 
its library services in a bid to save £1 
million a year. Closures, redundancies 
and reduced opening hours are options 
under consideration. 


A ROAD will be made one-way 
and speed bumps and tables 
costing £60,000 will be installed 
in a bid to stop to cut kerb crawl¬ 
ing in Bearwood. 

Council bosses have begun consul¬ 
tation on the scheme in part of Bear¬ 
wood that has a prostitution problem.

Regional body dies 


THE Greater Birmingham city 
region, formed as a fledgling authority 
for the West Midlands, has finally 
died. 

The body was originally intended to 
swallow up the Black Country as part 
of a greater Birmingham city area. 

The body headed by former Labour 
MEP Simon Murphy has been closed 
down following the creation of three 
Local Enterprise Partnerships (LEPS) 
covering the Black Country, Birming¬ 
ham and Coventry.

in Birmingham last week amid confu¬ 
sion over the roles and powers of the 
new LEPs. 

The city region’s biggest difficulty 
was co-ordinating the activities of 
seven local councils after they had 
even struggled even to agree on its 
name.

Country wanted its own LEP because 
it feared what would happen if it 
merged with Birmingham.

Police concern over 
bid to fence off park

THE installation of £50,000 
fencing around a park in 
Wednesbury could drive anti¬ 
social behaviour on to the 
streets of the town, says a 
senior police officer. 

Residents and the Friends of 
Brunswick Park group have 
landed funding to secure the park, 
which has become a magnet for 
yobs. 

They want to see it locked up at 
night in a bid to curb trouble but police 
fear it could lead to an increase in 
trouble on residential roads instead. 

The fencing is due to be installed 
next month. It will add to £100,000 of 
fencing that is being erected around 
neighbouring Wood Green Cemetery. 
It is also proposed to install lockable 
gates. 

Fencing around the park was taken 
down years ago but is set to return 
after appeals from nearby residents. 

But Inspector Dale Randle of 
Sandwell Police is not so sure it is a 
good idea. 

He said: “There have been some con¬ 
cerns raised with the different agen¬ 
cies and organisations due to whether 
that is going to be conducive or not to 
what we are trying to achieve around 
anti-social behaviour. 


“All I am interested in is what is best 
for the local community. 

“If we have no access then clearly 
the young people are going to have to 
hang around somewhere, so the effect 
will be that the anti-social behaviour 
will get spread out on to the streets. 

“We understand that they want it 
fenced, we don’t have any real objec¬ 
tion about the fencing going up as long 
as the facilities within the park are 
still open to young people.” 

However, Wednesbury South Coun¬ 
cillor Olwen Jones, who is also vice 
chairman of the Brunswick Park User 
Group, said every effort would be 
made to install the fencing, which was 
promised to residents during the elec¬ 
tion campaign. 

Disquiet 

She said: “We have made promises 
to the people of Wednesbury and we 
have made those promises very clear 
and what we do is keep those promises. 
Those were election pledges. 

“The disquiet that we have regard¬ 
ing the comments made by the police, 
with respect to the park fence, is some¬ 
thing that the local members are con¬ 
cerned about at this late stage when 
all the plans and costings have been 
made and it is ready to start in March. 
We are at a loss with the police, who 
have for many years supported us.”

Day care 
service is 
withdrawn 

A DAY care service for pensioners at a 
Black Country club was withdrawn last 
week in a bid to save cash. 

For the past two years Sandwell Council has 
transported around 30 elderly people a day to 
The Regis in Old Hill. 

It was a chance for them to have a hot meal and to 
socialise. The elderly people will now be taken to 
Manifoldia Grange in West Bromwich - an in-house 
extra care unit. 

“Obviously the residents are very upset,” said 
Tony Billingham who owns The Regis, in Reddal Hill 
Road. 

Tears 

“I was there the other day when social services 
explained to the elderly people they would not be 
coming to The Regis any more and many of them 
were in tears. 

“One gentleman in his 90s thought I was someone 
from the council and said he did not know whether 
to shake my hand or wring my neck. 

‘Most of the elderly people that use the service live 
in Old Hill or Cradley Heath. They don’t want to 
have to travel to West Bromwich every day. 

“This is obviously part of the cost cutting — we are 
one of the casualties.” 

Sandwell Council broke the news on January 17. 

Mr Billingham claimed elderly people would not 
get the same range of activities at Manifoldia 
Grange, such as tea dances, bingo and sing-alongs, 
as they do currently. He said that he is now consid¬ 
ering an alternative day care service. 

The council’s cabinet member for adult social care 
Councillor Linda Horton said: “We believe we will be 
able to offer a wider range of personalised activities 
at Manifoldia Grange.” 

She says elderly people will have greater choice 
about how their care and support needs are met. 

“Some efficiencies will be achieved through loss of 
rental payments and staffing rationlisation by locat¬ 
ing the day service within an existing service provi¬ 
sion,” she said. 

“All day service users will be collected and trans¬ 
ported to the new venue at no additional cost.” 

“There has been extensive consultation over 
several months with users of the day service. A letter 
to each individual day service user was sent out last 
week to formally confirm the service is transferring 
to Manifoldia Grange,” added the councillor. 

Bus crash man is 
banned for a year 

A SMETHWICK man who crashed into a bus after 
speeding in Walsall has been banned from driving 
for a year. 

Mohammed Azeem Khalid was driving on West 
Bromwich Road when he hit the Travel West Mid¬ 
lands vehicle. The 22-year-old of Waterloo Road, 
Smethwick, was travelling in the opposite direction 
when the accident happened on May 25. Three pas¬ 
sengers suffered minor whiplash. 

He was convicted at Walsall Magistrates’ Court of 
driving without due care and attention and was 
given nine penalty points, which under the “totting 
up” procedure, meant a 12-month disqualification. 
He was sentenced in his absence. 

The court was told he claimed a passing motorbike 
caused him to lose concentration. 

Magistrates also imposed a £525 fine, £85 costs 
and £15 victim surcharge.

£5,000.000 public liability 
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Face of drug importer is revealed 


B THIS is the first picture of a 
Dutchman who was last week 
jailed for seven years after being 
involved in the importation of 
class A and B drugs into West 
Bromwich. 

Robert Elburg was arrested last 
summer when he went to collect boxes 
supposedly containing advertising 
leaflets from freight forwarding firm 
Gondrand UK in the Hill Top Indus¬ 
trial Estate, West Bromwich. 

Jailed - Robert Elburg Firm representatives became suspi¬ 


cious and alerted customs after 
Elburg, calling himself Mr Clark, rang 
repeatedly to check progress. 

Elburg had denied importing 3,500 
ecstasy tablets, 360 grammes of 
crystal ecstasy, 100 kilogrammes of 
cannabis and amphetamines on July 
27 but was found guilty by a jury after 
a trial at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court and jailed last week 

Detectives welcomed the sentence 
and Detective Constable Hugh Nelson 
from force CID said he hoped it would 
act as a deterrent to other criminals. 


Elburg, aged 52, of no fixed address, 
had faced five counts of fraudulent 
evasion of a prohibition on the impor¬ 
tation of goods - four on July 27 and 
one on July 16. The jury returned a 
majority verdict of guilty to four of the 
counts. He was acquitted of a count of 
importing cannabis. 

He claimed he did not know the 
cargo he was collecting contained 
drugs. He said he was approached by 
two men in Holland and asked to make 
the delivery. He claimed they told him 
to fly to the UK, collect items from 


West Bromwich and deliver them to a 
property in Manchester. 

DC Nelson added: “Police are 
pleased the courts have given this 
lengthy prison sentence, which follows 
excellent investigative work between 
police and Customs and Excise offi- 
cerss.” Judge Helen Hughes said when 
sentencing Elburg: “Everybody in this 
court room is aware of the difficulties 
that are experienced in this country as 
a result of widespread drug use, not 
only on the users of those drugs but on 
society as a whole.” 


Patient 
fall bill 
for NHS 

THE NHS trust that 
runs Sandwell and City 
hospitals has forked out 
more than £100,000 in 
seven months over falls 
by patients. 

Patients falls cost 
Sandwell & West Birm¬ 
ingham Hospitals NHS 
Trust £115,000 between 
April and November last 
year. 

A report to the trust 
board, meeting at City 
Hospital, said that the 
annual cost of falls to the 
NHS is estimated at £15 
million. 

The National Patient 
Safety Agency found that 
in an average 800 acute 
bed hospital trust, there 
will be around 24 falls 
per week. It added: “The 
estimated cost of falls 
within Sandwell and 
West Birmingham hospi¬ 
tals using the NPSA cost 
calculator for the period 
April 2010 to November 
2010 is is £115,054.” 

The report says the 
highest number of 
injuries was caused to 
those aged between 71 
and 84, with 74 injured, 
while 43 people aged 
under 70 were injured. 


Cuts will hit those 
in debt, says boss

A THOUSAND residents in 
Sandwell will miss out on vital 
debt counselling if Govern¬ 
ment funding is cut and jobs 
are lost, the boss of the 
borough’s Citizens Advice 
Bureau has warned. 

Counsellors are dealing with 
£40 million of debt in the borough 
every year and give advice to 
around 1,000 residents. 

However, a third of workers at the 
Citizens Advice Bureau have now been 
issued with letters informing them 
they are at risk of redundancy. 

Specialist 

John Davies, chief executive officer 
of the Sandwell bureau, has warned 
that hundreds of residents could sink 
further into debt if the posts are 
removed and they do not have access to 
specialist debt workers. 

A total of five full-time workers, as 
well as two full-time and one part-time 
administration staff, are expected to 
go in Sandwell if the Government- 
funded Financial Inclusion Fund - 


which pays for the posts — is cut in 
March. Out of 60 staff, 23 people have 
been sent letters asking them to con¬ 
sider redundancy. 

Mr Davies said: “The Financial 
Inclusion Fund pay for a team of spe¬ 
cialist debt workers who between 
them see 1,000 new people a year. 

“Dealing with debt has been prob¬ 
lematic for a good few years, but over 
the last two to three years they have 
dealt with on average around £40m a 
year.” 

In Sandwell the fund pays for four 
extra debt counsellors at the bureau 
and one at probation services in Unity 
House, West Bromwich. 

Mr Davies added that general 
bureau staff would not be able to take 
on the workload left by the specialist 
advisors, leaving people without a spe¬ 
cialist service at a time when the 
organisation is dealing with more 
enquiries than ever. 

He added: “Clients need the help of 
specialist debt workers, and if we lose 
the Financial Inclusion Fund on 
March 31 there will be a thousand 
appointments that will not be avail¬ 
able.”

Government sits on cellar 
full of expensive wine it 
could sell, says town MP 


THE Government is sitting 
on a wine cellar worth tens of 
thousands of pounds, an Black 
Country MP has revealed. 

Labour former minister Tom 
Watson has asked the Govern¬ 
ment to reveal its wine list for 
more than 13 months but his 
requests have been rebuffed. 

The West Bromwich East MP was 
this week finally handed the list which 
includes a bottle of Chateau Petrus 
1978 worth more than £2,500. 

Next to a bottle of Chateau Latour 
1955, worth about £1,000, is the note: 
“Drink on v. special occasions. Spectac¬ 
ular: no need now to hasten rundown 
of tiny stock.” 

And a Chateau Margaux 1961 was 
described - apparently by an unnamed 
prime minister - as “silk/’. 


But Mr Watson said the most valu¬ 
able wines should be sold off as part of 
an effort to cut the Government’s 
deficit. 

He said: “They should sell the good 
stuff to make ends meet. 

Recession 

“As the economy heads back into 
recession nobody will believe that we 
are all in this together when ministers 
are quaffing wines at £200 a bottle. 

“It has taken over 13 months to 
wrench this database out of the 
private ownership of Whitehall mand¬ 
arins and in to the open for the public 
to scrutinise. 

“David Cameron says he wants us to 
live in the new age of transparency - 
he’s failed the test on this one.”

A TOTAL of 71 staff have lost 
their jobs after Tipton prop¬ 
erty and construction firm 
Image Styles group went into 
administration. 

The company carried out refur¬ 
bishment and property mainte¬ 
nance and repair work - including 
painting and decorating, plaster¬ 
ing and extensions, for customers 
including Sandwell, Dudley and 
Wolverhampton councils and con¬ 
struction companies Taylor 
Woodrow and Thomas Vale. 

The group is made up of three sub¬ 
sidiary companies - Image Styles 
Property Services Ltd, Image Styles 
Insulations Ltd and Image Styles Dec¬ 
orating Ltd. 

In total, it employs 95 people. 


Nine people have been made redun¬ 
dant in property services, 28 people in 
insulations, and 34 people have been 
made redundant in decorating. 

Workers outside the firm in Sedgley 
Road West last week said they were 
called into a meeting in the boardroom 
to be told the news. 

Family 

Father-of-four Steve Cole, aged 54, 
of Reddal Hill Road, Cradley Heath, 
was a painting and decorating super¬ 
visor and the firm’s longest serving 
employee, working there for 31 years. 

He said: “I am disappointed and sur¬ 
prised. 

“This firm has been like a family to 
me.” 

The company directors were not 
available for comment and calls were 
referred to administrators. 



Dog walker’s 
attack ordeal 
with pitbulls 

A PENSIONER attacked by dogs at a 
Great Barr beauty spot has spoken about 
his terrifying ordeal. 

In the attack at Queslett Nature Reserve, the 70- 
year-old was bitten on his face and hands while 
walking his own six-year-old Siberian husky, Tess. 

A pit bull terrier and bull terrier-type dog badly 
mauled Tess. 

Reliving the attack the victim, who asked not to be 
named, said: “Tess was sniffing in some long grass 
when we caught the eyes of these two dogs. They 
dashed about 50 of 60 yards and attacked her. I tried 
to keep them off but was bitten in the process. 

“Then two teenage lads appeared from round the 
bushes and managed to get them off.” 

The OAP needed hospital treatment on his hand 
after the January 9 attack. 

Tess had a large, deep stomach wound and needed 
two operations. 

“She has been crying a lot since it happened. It is 
very sad,” said the senior citizen. 

Just days before a dog walked by a younger man 
in the reserve was attacked by two terrier-type dogs 
but less seriously hurt. 

Tess had serious bite marks after a rottweiler 
attack in an almost identical spot in September 2009 
and again by a rottweiler in October 2009. 

Muzzled 

“All bull-terrier dogs should be kept on leads and 
muzzled,” said Tess’s owner, who lives in Great Barr. 

Reserve chairman Keith Linnecor urged people to 
beware and report anything suspicious to police. 

The men involved in the latest dog attack were 
white and aged in their early 20s. One had short 
dark hair, was of medium build, and about 5ft 7ins. 
The other had short, light ginger hair, was of 
medium build, and about 5ft 9ins. 

The cross bull terrier was black, grey, and white 
and the pit bull all white.

Council house 
rents go up by 
average of £260 

RENTS for Sandwell’s 29,000 council houses 
are set to go up by around seven per cent. 

The move will see average rents increase from 
around £72 a week to £77, a rise of £260 a year. 

The rent hike - almost twice the rate of inflation 
and coming on the heels of the VAT increase - has led 
to fears it will hit families already struggling to cope 
with increasing living costs. Bills will go up from 
October. 

Councillor Mary Docker, deputy leader of 
Sandwell’s opposition Conservative group said: 
“Obviously I am aware that the council needs to 
raise funds. 

Blamed 

“But taking into account areas they have already 
cut, with jobs going and recruitment at a standstill, 
I wouldn’t have thought it was appropriate to 
increase rents at the present time.” 

Councillor Simon Hackett, Sandwell Council’s 
cabinet member for housing, has blamed central 
Government for the increases, claiming the author¬ 
ity must put rents up or faces being fined. 

He said: “Rent increases for council housing have 
to follow Government guidance or else the council 
and its tenants are heavily penalised financially. 

“Government guidance is that rents are expected 
to increase by around seven per cent and we have to 
follow that or else the council will have money taken 
away and this will hit tenants in future years. 

“In Sandwell we don’t increase our housing rents 
until October, so our tenants won’t be faced with any 
increase until then.”

I T will be an emo¬ 
tional farewell for 
heavy metal fans 
when Ken Downing 
hangs up his plectrum 
after completing his 
final world tour. 

Known to fans all over the 
world as a founder member 
and lead guitar player of 
Judas Priest, KK - as he is 
called in rock circles - is 
ready to leave his Shropshire 
home on one last tour. 

But aside from the plan¬ 
ning and preparation that 
goes in to a world tour, West 
Bromwich-born KK is also 
opening what he hopes will 
become one of the country’s 
most prestigious golf resorts 
at his home in 
Astbury Hall, near Bridg¬ 
north. 

“We want to turn it into a 
really nice food and beverage 
destination, as well as a golf 
resort,” said KK. 

“Troon Golf, one of the 
world’s leading golf manage¬ 
ment companies, wants to be 
involved, which is really 
exciting.” 

Inspired by Jimi Hendrix 
during his teenage years to 
pick up a guitar, KK has built 
a hugely successful career 
making music, but how did 
golf enter his life? 

“Golf just started off as 
something to do - but you 
end up getting hooked! 

“When you’re touring you 
spend a lot of time in your 
hotel but when you play golf 
you end up seeing more of the 
world. 

“We used to get taken to 
some unbelievably beautiful

places.” 

PGA qualified golfer 
Philip Henderson from 
Troon Golf is helping 
Astbury get off the ground. 

The renovation is finished 
and the final touches will be 
completed before the start 
of the new golf season. 

“Before I really got into 
music I was an apprentice 
chef at the Littleton Arms 
Hotel, in Hagley. “I have 
always been interested in 
food - it wasn’t an easy deci¬ 
sion choosing music. 

Fantastic 

“We hope to have all the 
rooms finished by April 1, 
when the golf season starts 
again. 

“We are offering compli¬ 
mentary golf during the 
winter season for anyone 
who signs up and the course 
is always in fantastic condi¬ 
tion.” 

After moving into 
Astbury Hall in 1985, KK 
bought the remaining 
estate three years later but 
a heavy workload meant he 
couldn’t put his vision into 
practice until 2001. 

“The full 18 holes are 
open now on both sides and 
full membership has just 
kicked off. 

“We are also looking at 
developing secondary 
holiday homes. 

“We’ve already held a 
Lord Taveners Charity 
event and next we are wel¬ 


coming Church Stretton 
golfer Jonathan Gidney, a 
local lad who only turned 
pro this year, who is also 
holding an event here for 
Breast Cancer Awareness.” 

With the golf venture at 
the early stages KK hopes to 
pop back during the tour, 
which starts in June, but 
admits there are plenty of 
people looking after his 
interests. Alongside the nos¬ 
talgia that is bound to 
attach itself to a swansong 
across the globe, KK says 
the usual feelings will still 
be running through his 
mind. 

“Touring can be a love- 
hate relationship because 
when you’re on the road at 
times you’re thinking you 
just want to be back home, 
but then you catch the bug 
to do it all again. 

“We would be lying if we 
didn’t say age was a factor in 
our decision to make this 
our last. By the time we 
finish all of us will be in our 
early 60s. 

“I think the nature of the 
beast with Judas Priest is 
our high energy, which 
brings forward that rip¬ 
roaring sound. It will be nice 
to be remembered for that. 

“The tour won’t finish 
until late 2012, so we would¬ 
n’t be thinking of another 
tour until 2014 and then 
you’re talking about things 
you cannot guarantee.” 

Priest remain as popular 


today as they did during the 
‘70s and ‘80s, so what’s the 
secret of their longevity? 

“It’s the nature of rock ‘n’ 
roll — there’s something in 
our mentality that says to 
us we haven’t aged a day! 

“We still walk around in 
tight pants and have long 
hair. We will deny age until 
we cannot deny it any 
longer! 

“Priest was the first metal 
band to hit the States and 
the first to wear the leather 
and the studs. That really 
came to the forefront during 
our British Steel album. 

“I think fans liked the 
way we were delivering the 
music - and they still like it. 

“We went on to have 
bands supporting us like 
Iron Maiden, Saxon and Def 
Leppard - the next thing 
you know there’s this huge 
metal scene. 

“I have to say I was born 
at the right time because 
before I could even play 
guitar I was a big fan of all 
the festivals, getting to see 
all those great bands.” 

One of Priest’s most 
recognisable sounds became 
the duelling guitars of KK 
and Glenn Tipton, revolu¬ 
tionary for the time. 

“We originally started as 
a four piece band but even 
then we were considered too 
heavy. Gull Records showed 
us some interest but they 
had seen so many bands 
playing the same way. They

asked us to add a piano 
player but I said there was 
no chance of that happen¬ 
ing, but then I thought a 
second guitarist would be 
cool as we could work on 
trade-offs and harmonies. 

“It revolutionised the 
industry because now it’s 
seen as normal to have two 
guitar players.” 

How would KK sum up 
his feelings about his life 
and his affection towards 
his fans? 

“It has been an absolute 
pleasure and privilege to be 
part of the evolution of 
music. During my years of 
touring there’s nothing that 
stresses the passion of a fan 
more than seeing one 
watching a metal band they 
like.”

Warning that 
care home 
closure will 
cost more in 
the long run 

CLOSING a West Bromwich respite 
care home to save money could cost the 
public more in the long run, it has been 
claimed. 

Council-run Warstone House is facing 
closure due to high running costs faced by 
Sandwell Council, which is attempting to save 
£75 milli on over the next four years. 

The home, in Salters Lane, provides respite care 
for people with learning difficulties, to give unpaid 
carers — often family members — a break. Under a 
new system, families would get payments to organ¬ 
ise their own respite care. 

But users of the service claim personalised 
budgets will be more costly. 

Sally Harvey, chairman of governors at Oldbury 
College of Sport for the past 25 years, uses Warstone 
House for her 35-year-old son Hanif Mann-Harvey, 
who has not been able to walk, talk, or sit up without 
help since the age of four. 

The grandmother-of-six, aged 59, said: “When I 
heard they might close it, it almost stopped my 
heart. I can’t describe the despair. 

“I use it for two weeks a year and it’s only during 
those two weeks I do the normal things in life — see 
my grandchildren and friends without being ready 
to care for Hanif at all hours. 

Quality 

“And it doesn’t make sense to close. Surely it will 
be more expensive. I’ll have to do renovations to my 
house for people to provide the same quality of 
respite care there. And I’m sure it would not be safe 
unless there were at least two people to care for him. 
It would make the amount of money for personalised 
budgets unrealistic.” 

Joan Dearn, of Pearson Street, Old Hill, uses 
respite care for her son Ian, who is blind and autistic, 
as well as daughter Charlean, aged 29, who has 
Down’s Syndrome. 

Mrs Dearn, aged 67, said: “We’re going to lose a lot 
of carers who really know how to look after people.” 

Sandwell Council said 70 people with learning dis¬ 
abilities used the facility, for different lengths of 
time, and 31 staff are employed. 

The council is consulting on plans to close. The 
authority said it would work with with staff to look 
at redeployment and voluntary redundancy where 
possible.

One resident even resorted to paint¬ 
ing his own white lines on the road two 
years ago but Sandwell Council sent 
someone to remove the markings. 

Now, following 10 years of cam¬ 
paigning by residents, the authority 
has agreed to paint eight designated 
bays. 


“I am absolutely delighted,” said 
Wednesbury councillor Elaine Costi- 
gan, who called on the council to create 
the bays. “It’s taken a long time but I’m 
very pleased for the residents of Pine 
Avenue.” 

Sandwell Council has previously 
turned down requests for bays because 
they said it would stop lorries being 
able to turn in the circle. 

Great grandfather-of-one Bob 
Moran, who is 82 and has lived in the 
road for 11 years, said: “It is great. We 
have been asking for this for years. We 
have been chasing and chasing and 
now we finally have them.”

Postal confusion due 
to two High Streets 


CRUCIAL bills and documents 
meant for families in part of Tipton 
are not reaching their destination 
because a new nearby housing estate 
features a road with the same name.

Grandfather-of-six Stan Heather, aged 67, 
who has lived in the old High Street with his 
wife Pamela for the past 35 years, said: “We 
have had this problem for the past two years 
and it’s hassle we don’t need. 

“Our post is going to them and their post is 
coming to us. The postmen see the name of the 
road and they don’t check the postcode. 

“I’m regularly taking things back to the 
sorting office in Lower Church Lane and have 
complained on numerous occasions but it keeps 
happening. 

Nightmare 

“I also blame the council for allowing an 
estate to built that has a road with the same 
name as a road just round the corner.” 

Mr Heather said he was not sure how many 
documents had been lost in the past two years. 

“I expect we’ve lost some important docu¬ 
ments but how many we don’t really know,” he 
said. “It has been a nightmare.” 

A Royal Mail spokesman said: “When the new 
estate was first built there were some misdeliv¬ 
ery problems as a result of these similar 
addresses and they were resolved. 

“The local delivery manager is not aware of 
any further ongoing problems except for a 
couple of isolated incidents... due to a member 
of our staff being new to the area.

A S a teenager growing up in West 
Bromwich, Stan Wilkins was 
making a name for himself as a 
promising drummer with several dance 
bands, performing hundreds of shows 
round the West Midlands. 

However, he thought he’d be able to get even 
more work if he had a car. So in March, 1940, 
at the age of 18, he acquired one - and not just 
any car either. Stan bought himself a Singer 
Nine Le Mans — a rather stylish open top 
motor which would have been considered a 
rival for the MG in its day. 

The Le Mans was a mid-1930s, four-seater 
model capable of reaching speeds of 70mph - 
but more importantly he could fit his drums 
inside. 

It would have really cut a dash in the 
wartime Black Country - and perhaps it was 
too flash for the policeman who pulled him over 
in Brierley Hill in 1941 for having no lights at 
night and speeding. 

“I was a bit of a rebel when I was younger,” 
recalls Stan. 

His brush with the law ended with a 
summons to appear in court, but he met a 
trumpeter friend on the way to his hearing and 


they adjourned to a local hostelry for a drink or 
two. 

“I was a bit merry by the time my case was 
called and I don’t think they liked it because 
they fined me £2 — a pound for each offence - 
which was nearly a week’s wages in those 
days.” 

However, his court appearance did have a 
sobering effect on Stan because he has only 
been stopped once since then in seventy years 
of motoring — for speeding on the Bewdley 
Bypass. 

Lasted 

At the time he bought his first car, Stan, who 
was then living in Price Street, West 
Bromwich, supplemented his drumming 
income with a series of part-time jobs. 

He was a chauffeur for local estate agents 
and recalls driving along Birmingham Road in 
West Bromwich which used to be called the 
‘Monkey Run’ because of all the children 
playing in the street. 

The Le Mans lasted only a few months before 
he traded it in for another Singer, exactly the 
same but younger. 

He was then called up and spent the next 
three and a half years in India with the RAF - 


“It took me three months to get there by ship - 
and three days to get back by plane”. 

By the time he was called up he was already 
married, at the age of 20, to his beloved wife, 
Joan Geddes. They remained together until 
her death six years ago. 

After the war Stan returned to the West Mid¬ 
lands, gave his drum kit to a nephew (who went 
on to enjoy success with the pop group, the Ivy 
League) and then joined the GlynWed con¬ 
glomerate — working his way up to run the first 
main frame computer system in the area. 

Stan, of Holly Hedge Road, is president of 
West Bromwich History Society and - at the 
age of 88 - still likes driving his BMW 5 Series, 
though he no longer uses it at night. 

His current car is far smoother and more lux¬ 
urious than the vehicles in which he learned to 
drive. 

“They were pretty basic in those days. There 
was no heater, no radiator, you had to use a 
starter handle and the tyres had inner tubes.” 

But he feels the costs of driving were lower 
in those days. 

“You could buy six gallons of petrol for a 
pound, a shilling and sixpence, and insurance 
was less than £5 for a year.” 

They’ve gone up a lot since then. ..

Alcoholic is jailed 
for stab attack on 
woman partygoer 


AN ALCOHOLIC has been 
jailed for 12 months after stab¬ 
bing a woman at a party in 
Cradley Heath. 

Brian Ainge armed himself with 
10 inch knives following a day¬ 
long drinking session. 

Judge Michael Challinor told Ainge 
it was a “serious offence of public dis¬ 
order” and stressed the use of knives 
on the streets would not be tolerated. 

“You were not only carrying these 
knives but you used them on another 
human being,” he told the 49-year-old 
defendant at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court. 

Julian Elcock, prosecuting, told the 
court Ainge got into a heated argu¬ 
ment with victim Tania Hall at the 
party in Grange Road, Cradley Heath 
on September 3. 

He said Ainge, who was clearly 
drunk, was shouting: “I’ll get a knife. 
I’ll stab them”. 


He was told to calm down but he 
went away only to return with a knife 
in each hand. 

Mr Elcock said the defendant then 
ran at a group of people waving his 
arms around and Miss Hall felt a 
sudden “stinging” pain to her stomach. 

Punched 

Ainge ran off, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court was told, but in a second 
confrontation with Miss Hall he 
punched her in the face. 

Ainge, of Crusader Close in Oldbury, 
admitted assault causing actual bodily 
harm, possessing bladed articles and 
affray. 

He was told by the judge: “You 
armed yourself, approached her and 
you stabbed her.” 

Mr Ekwall Tiwana defending said 
Ainge was an alcoholic who had been 
drinking for a “considerable” time. 

He had picked up the knife to 
frighten a group acting aggressively 
towards him, he said. 


Sex attacker has 
sentence tripled 


A MAN who attacked a 
teenager as she walked 
home alone at night in 
Sutton Coldfield has had 
his prison sentence more 
than tripled by Court of 
Appeal judges. 

Elvis Sidaway, aged 
47, was originally jailed 
for 15 months for sexual 
assault. But the Lord 
Chief Justice, Lord 
Judge, sitting with two 
other judges in London 
last week ruled his sen¬ 
tence was “unduly 
lenient” and increased it 
to four years. 


The court heard the 
assault on the 19-year- 
old took place as she 
walked home after fin¬ 
ishing work. “As she 
walked along the road 
she had the experience of 
a nightmare for any 
young woman walking 
home on her own,” said 
Lord Judge. 

Sidaway, from King- 
standing, who had a hat 
pulled over his face, 
jumped from behind a 
hedge, grabbed the 
teenager, dragged her 
into bushes, threatened 


her with a knife and 
forced her to commit a 
sex act. The victim, who 
was crying and thought 
she was going to be 
killed, later suffered 
nightmares. 

Sidaway appeared at 
Birmingham Crown 
Court in November 
where he pleaded guilty 
to sexual assault, for 
which he received 15 
months, possessing a 
blade for which he was a 
given a nine-month con¬ 
current sentence which 
stands.

A ‘SAFE places’ scheme in the 
borough has been hailed a success. 

Police in Sandwell have been 
working with partner agencies includ¬ 
ing local charity Changing Our Lives, 
to develop a ‘safe places’ scheme for 
people with learning disabilities.

Each person with a learning disabil¬ 
ity carries a card which gives their 
name and personal contact details. 
Agencies, businesses and public build¬ 
ings are encouraged to display the Safe 
Place logo and can be easily recognised 
by the vulnerable person. 

Traininghas been given to people so 
they know that they can enter a build¬ 
ing displaying the Safe Places logo to 
get help. 


The expectation is that participating 
businesses and agencies can provide a 
temporary safe haven. Participating 
agencies and businesses will contact 
the person’s family or carer or police. 

There are now 282 Safe Places 
across the borough, including local 
shopss, doctor’s surgeries, dentists, 
community centres, museums and 
leisure centres. To date, more than 
1.200 cards have been distributed in 
Sandwell. 

Reassure 

Police Community Support Officer 
Sophie Trace from Langley neighbour¬ 
hood team said: “This is an excellent 
scheme, which has been working really 
well. We hope that it encourages more 
vulnerable people in the community to 
get around the borough knowing that 
there are places they can go if they are 
in need of assistance. Hopefully this 
will reassure them and their families.”

RAF aces’ triumph 
marred by tragedy 


ALTHOUGH the Black Country did not suffer as much as Coventry or London, 
or even Birmingham, during the dark winter nights of 1940-41, the Luftwaffe's 
bombers did bring death and destruction to the industrial towns which the 
Germans knew were vital to the British war effort. 

But the Black Country had its own way of fighting back. On the night of April 10, 1941, 
Fit Lt. Edward Deanesley, son of a Royal Hospital surgeon, took off in his Wolverhampton-

built Boulton Paul Defiant night fighter 
from RAF Tern Hill, in Shropshire. Behind 
him in his gun turret, nursing four BSA- 
made Browning machine guns, was Fit Sgt 
Jack Scott a New Zealander. They were vec¬ 
tored over the Black Country where a 
heavy raid was in progress. They saw one 
German bomber silhouetted against the 
large fires on the ground, but lost it. 

Then, just before midnight, they 
glimpsed a Heinkel He.Ill, and Deanesley 
crept up on it, below and to the port side. 
When they were level with the bomber Sgt 
Scott opened fire with two short bursts, 
setting it alight. The Heinkel fell in flames 
and hit the cable of a barrage balloon and 


crashed in Hales Lane, Smethwick. Tragi¬ 
cally, seven people were killed in the two 
houses struck by the stricken aircraft. They 
were unable to use the Anderson shelters in 
their gardens that night because they were 
flooded. 

Deanseley landed back at Tern Hill, and 
Scott was commended for firing only 450 
rounds to destroy the bomber, one of three 
brought down that night by Defiants. 

Across the Black Country as the all-clear 
sounded, workers came out from their shel¬ 
ters and went back to their machines, 
grimly turning out munitions, and other 
essentials of war, their way of fighting 
back. In the streets the ARP wardens 


searched for survivors, and Fire Service, 
regulars and volunteers fought the flames. 

When Carlton Road, Penn, was bombed, 
locals believed the real target was the 
Fischer Bearings factory, which had once 
been German-owned. 

In the cold light of morning the day-shift 
workers came out of their houses and shel¬ 
ters, smelling smoke in the air,. Sometimes 
they had to find new ways to work, going 
around the craters and rubble, but get 
there they did. 

The Black Country was at war, and 
everyone was in the fight together, whether 
they were fighter pilots above or riveters 
and welders below.

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Family in payout 
bid over Turkish 
holiday from hell 


LEGAL action has been 
launched by a Sandwell 
family struck down by a 
gastric illness at a Turkish 
hotel. 

Heather and Frederick 
Jones, of Tipton, her daughter 
Heidi Rhodes, of Wednesbury, 
and her three children stayed 
at the Holiday Village Hotel, 
Sarigerme, in 2008. 

Hundreds of people say they 
suffered diarrhoea, stomach 
cramps and abdominal pain and 
are now set to claim damages. 

Solicitors Irwin Mitchell claim 
the hotel has been at the centre of 
four outbreaks of illness in four 
years. 

The company filed court papers 
on behalf of 337 people earlier this 
week. 

Heidi Rhodes, an administra¬ 
tion supervisor, and her family 
spent more than £5,000 on the 


two-week sunshine break in 
August 2009. 

The 33-year-old mother of three 
said: “When we first got there it 
looked fantastic but after 48 
hours it turned into a nightmare 
holiday from hell. 

“I still suffer with irritable 
bowel syndrome today.” 

Heidi had severe cramps, and 
while her eldest child Leah 
Rhodes, now aged 11, escaped 
unscathed, her seven-year-old 
twins, Haydn and Chloe Collins, 
were ill. 

Solicitors 

She said she would also like to 
get the family’s money back for 
their holiday. 

Solicitors tried to make a settle¬ 
ment before pursuing a civil 
action against the holiday opera¬ 
tor, First Choice. 

The hotel, previously called the 
Pegasus Palace, changed its name 
in 2007. 


Clive Garner, head of the travel 
law team at Irwin Mitchell, said: 
“To dismiss the concerns of so 
many people is nothing short of 
arrogant on First Choice’s part, 
which continues to bury its head 
in the sand despite the countless 
attempts we have made to deal 
with this matter amicably, and 
out of court, ensuring our clients 
are fairly compensated for their 
losses and suffering.” 

He added that while 103 of the 
original 440 holidaymakers have 
accepted compensation, 337 had 
no option but to take action in 
court. 

First Choice spokeswoman 
Louise Evans said: “Our legal 
team are engaged in ongoing 
negotiations with the law firm in 
order to resolve this issue amica- 
bly. 

“Therefore, it would be inappro¬ 
priate for us to make further 
comment.”

Where the Welcombe 
is worthy of the Bard 


W ELCOMBE by name and wel¬ 
coming by nature, the 
Menzies Welcombe Hotel, 
Spa and Golf Club on the outskirts of 
Stratford-upon-Avon is an ideal refuge 
in which to recover from the rigours of 
winter. 

One of Warwickshire's premier hotels 
since the 1930s, the Menzies Welcombe 
has the traditional comforts of a country 
house hotel, including huge sofas in an oak 
panelled lounge warmed by a roaring log 
fire in a huge marble fireplace, fine food and 
drink and attentive service. 

It combines this with a sparkling purpose- 
built spa and an 18-hole championship golf 
course within the surrounding 157 acres of 
parkland. 

Not only is it a prime location in Shake¬ 
speare country, it actually was Shakespeare 
country as some of the land was once 
owned by the Bard himself. 

The Jacobean style mansion was built in 
the Victorian era for Manchester industrial¬ 
ist and politician Mark Phillips, who is com¬ 
memorated by a massive obelisk on a 
nearby hill, and it was later the home of 
brewer Sir Archibald Flower. 

It was built as a 'Calendar House', a 
property with seven entrances (one for each 
day of the week), 52 chimneys (for each 
week of the year), 12 fireplaces (for each

month) and 365 windows (for each day of 
the year). I must admit I was too busy relax¬ 
ing to verify but I liked the idea that the 
magic numbers infuse luck and prosperity 
to all those who dwell within. 

Menzies Hotels bought the property in 
2003, restoring the ornate Italian garden 
and building the impressive spa. The spa 
facilities, which are free to hotel residents, 
] include an indoor swimming pool, open- 
air vitality pool, heated loungers, foot 
spas and a range of 'thermal experience' 
rooms including a Finnish sauna, steam 
and cool rooms, ice fountain and storm 
showers to invigorate. 

Pamper 

A selection of Clarins, Elemis and 
Gerard's treatment rooms offer a range of 
therapies and treatments, including mas¬ 
sages and facials, available for an addi¬ 
tional charge for those needing a little 
pamper time. 

The more active can use the state-of- 
the-art gymnasium, aerobics studio and 
all-weather tennis courts, or head out on 
the 18-hole par 70 golf course which once 
hosted the European Seniors Tour. 

If you want to get out and about, Strat¬ 
ford is only three minutes’ drive away with 


its impressive new theatre complex for the 
Royal Shakespeare Company and historic 
houses with Shakespeare connections, plus 
probably the best array of shops in War¬ 
wickshire. 

All this will develop an appetite. The 
hotel's Trevelyan restaurant (named after 
another previous owner, statesman Sir 
George Trevelyan) has two AA rosettes and 
head chef Robin Smith creates delicious 
dishes using traditional British ingredients. 
During my visit he created a twist on rice 
pudding involving apricots and caramel that 
was divine. There is an extensive wine list. 

The hotel is a popular wedding venue and 
will be holding its annual Wedding Fayre on 
the afternoon of Sunday, February 27 (call 
01789 413826). 

The Menzies Welcombe is offering a 
winter chill-out deal until March on Friday 
and Sunday nights, with an overnight stay 
and a three course dinner, bed and break¬ 
fast for £60 per person.

A n author is hoping to capture 
the imagination of the Black 
Country with his novel that 
delves into the history of Dudley 
Castle. 

Robert Aston was inspired to write 
after attending a creative writing 
course at Dudley Library and has since 
published his first novel, Jack 
O’Beans. 

It is set during the 13th century in the 
medieval age when Dudley Castle was a 
hive of activity. It tells the tale of Jack, a 
young boy who constantly finds himself in 
some sort of trouble. 

The 72-year-old, of Oak Street, Coseley, 
describes Jack O’Beans as a logical version 
of Jack and the Bean Stalk and believes it 
should appeal locally as the book is based 
on real historical events which took place 
across the Black Country.

The author says: “A Dudley based 
company John Thompsons, sent me to 
night school once a week and I decided I 
wanted to become the student of the year 
because I’d heard it meant I’d study at 
Cambridge University.” 

He won the award and spent a term 
there. “The experience changed me, I went 
from dunce to student and I decided I 
wanted to become an academic,” he says. 

Robert went to Birmingham University, 
where he obtained a degree, and continued 
to work there are as a staff member until 
retirement. He then took up writing and 
attended the creative writing course. 

He says: “It was a real eye opener I found 
myself on the course along with 12 women, 
it was there I realised everybody has a story 


and every story deserved to be told.” 

Mr Aston sent a few episodes detailing 
Jack’s adventures to the Black Country 
Bugle. The tales became a frequent feature 
and he decided to turn them into a book. 

Robert began researching Middle English 
and participated in battle re-enactments 
held by the Friends of Dudley Castle on the 
castle grounds. 

He says: “Joining the Friends of Dudley 
Castle has made writing the book a lot more 
hands on, you can really get a feel for the 
castle and it is amazing how much the other 
members know about the castle’s history. 

“There are so many medieval items and 
attractions dotted around the area and I 
hope my book will give people an insight 
into them and hopefully get them looking 
into our local history.”

Big voice, bruised heart- 
Adele’s 21 has lots of soul 


ADELE-21 (XL) 

TWO years on from her 
hit debut 19 and, as well as 
the key to the door, Adele 
Adkins will find the key to 
the hearts of many more 
music lovers with this 
mature and often magnifi¬ 
cent album of bluesy soul 
about bruised and broken 
hearts. 

It opens with the rolling 
swampy blues thump of Rolling 
In The Deep and the north Lon¬ 
doner follows it with the better- 
than-Duffy retro soul pop of 
Rumour Has It. 


The first of the big ballads 
which dominate this album is 
Turning Tables. The other songs 
which showcase a big powerful 
voice that is capable of tender¬ 
ness too are the country-tinged 
Don’t You Remember, Take It All 
and Someone Like You. 

The pace is varied with the 
jazz-urban flavoured He Won’t 
Go, 80s-like rocker Set Fire To 
The Rain, the gospel-influenced 
I’ll Be Waiting and a gentle 
version of The Cure’s Lovesong 
transported to Copacabana for a 
light bossa nova refit. 

Which brings us to the final 
number, Someone Like You, a 
song about someone losing their

lover to someone else and 
accepting they’ll have to make do 
with second best. It’s shivers 
down the spine time, like the first 
time you heard Sinead O’Connor 
sing Nothing Compares To You or 
Christina Aguilera warble Beauti¬ 
ful. Audiences will still be asking 
Adele to sing this one in years to 
come, even if she gets around to 
an album called 71. 

All in all, an early contender for 
album of the year and possibly 
the best British album of its type 
since Dusty went to Memphis. 

Adele will be in concert at 
Birmingham's HMV Forum on 
April 18. 

BRUNO MARS- 
DOO-WOPS & 
HOOLIGANS 
(ELEKTRA) 

The 25-year-old Hawaiian has 
a supple soulful voice with a hint 
of grit, first widely heard when he 
guested on rapper Travie 
McCoy’s global hit Billionaire. His 
debut is almost a masterclass on 
how to make modern pop hits, 
full of bright-eyed positivism 
surging melodies, romantic 
yearning vocals and crisp state- 
of-the-art production. Style- 
wise, it ranges from power ballad 
to gentle reggae, and guests 
include B.O.B, Damian Marley 
and Cee Lo Green. 

When an album starts with two 
pop songs as good as Grenade 
and Just The Way You Are, you 
are hooked, even if a couple of 
lesser tracks sound a bit like filler.

The cult TV show about a high 
school singing club is back on 
our screens and here is a selec¬ 
tion of songs from season two, 
including Glee revamps of 
Empire State Of Mind, Billionaire, 
Toxic, Forget You (with Gwyneth 
Paltrow!) and Valerie.

On Unluck Blake sounds like a 
broken hearted robot, if robots 
had hearts. For all its strange¬ 
ness, there is something attrac¬ 
tive and naggingly memorable 
about Blake’s songs. One of the 
more conventional songs, a 
cover of Feist’s Limit To Your 
Love, has already been a top 10 
hit in several European countries.

Legends over history 
of the Valentine card 


D ID you know that approxi¬ 
mately 141 million Valen¬ 
tine's Day cards are 
exchanged annually, making Valen¬ 
tine's Day the second most popular 
card-sending holiday after Christ¬ 
mas? 

The history of Valentine's Day - and its 
patron saint - is shrouded in mystery. 
But we do know that February has long 
been a month of romance. 

St Valentine's Day, as we know it today, 
contains vestiges of both Christian and 
ancient Roman tradition. So, who was Saint 
Valentine and how did he become associ¬ 
ated with this ancient rite? Today, the 
Catholic Church recognizes at least three dif¬ 
ferent saints named Valentine or Valentinus, 
all of whom were martyred. 

One legend contends that Valentine was a 
priest who served during the third century in 
Rome. When Emperor Claudius II decided 
that single men made better soldiers than 
those with wives and families, he outlawed 
marriage for young men - his crop of poten¬ 
tial soldiers. 

Valentine, realizing the injustice of the 
decree, defied Claudius and continued to 
perform marriages for young lovers in secret. 
When Valentine's actions were discovered, 
Claudius ordered that he be put to death. 

Other stories suggest that Valentine may 
have been killed for attempting to help Chris¬ 
tians escape harsh Roman prisons where 
they were often beaten and tortured. 

Anniversary 

According to one legend, Valentine actu¬ 
ally sent the first ‘valentine’ greeting himself. 
While in prison, it is believed that Valentine 
fell in love with a young girl - who may have 
been his jailor's daughter - who visited him 
during his confinement. 

Before his death, it is alleged that he wrote 
her a letter, which he signed ‘From your 
Valentine’, an expression that is still in use 
today. 

Although the truth behind the Valentine 
legends is murky, the stories certainly 
emphasize his appeal as a sympathetic,

figure. It's no surprise that by the Middle 
Ages, Valentine was one of the most popular 
saints in England and France. 

While some believe that Valentine's Day is 
celebrated in the middle of February to com¬ 
memorate the anniversary of Valentine's 
death or burial - which probably occurred 
around 270 AD - others claim that the Chris¬ 
tian church may have decided to celebrate 
Valentine's feast day in the middle of Febru¬ 
ary in an effort to ‘christianize’ celebrations 
of the pagan Lupercalia festival. 

In Great Britain, Valentine's Day began to 
be popularly celebrated around the 17th 
century. 

By the middle of the 18th century, it was 


classes to exchange small tokens of affec¬ 
tion or handwritten notes. 

By the end of the century, printed cards 
began to replace written letters due to 
improvements in printing technology. 

Ready-made cards were an easy way for 
people to express their emotions in a time 
when direct expression of one's feelings was 
discouraged. 

Cheaper postage rates also contributed to 
an increase in the popularity of sending 
Valentine's Day greetings. 

Approximately 85 percent of all valentines 
are purchased by women. In addition to the 
United States, Valentine's Day is celebrated 
in Canada, Mexico, the United Kingdom,

SHEILA Steafel, like most 
actresses of a certain age, has 
melted away from our TV 
screens, which is a shame 
because she was one of the 
most gifted comic character 
actresses of the 1960s and 
70s. 

Even in her autobiography 
When Harry Met Sheila (Apex, 
hardback, £12.99) she shares 
billing with her former 
husband of six years, the late 


Steptoe And Son actor Harry 
H Corbett. This is no great 
work of showiz history but 
Sheila is engagingly honest, 
both about her unhappy child¬ 
hood in apartheid-era South 
Africa and her relationship 
with Harry H. 

There are lots of anecdotes 
from the golden age of British 
TV in the 1960s when Sheila 
had roles in such pioneering 
shows as David Frost’s Frost 


Book 


Over England in 1966 with 
John Cleese and Ronnies 
Barker and Corbett and in 
dramas ranging from Z Cars to 
The Prisoner. Those in their 
40s may remember her as the 
White Lady in children’s TV 
series The Ghosts of Motley 
Hall, though perhaps her 
finest TV moments were as 
Miss Popsy Wopsy, the aspir¬ 


ing music hall star of The 
Good Old Days. 

She had character roles 
with the Royal Shakespeare 
Company and one-woman 
shows during the 1980s and 
90s but seems to have blown 
her chances of returning to 
screens via the BBC with a few 
ill-timed diva strops. 

Her last role on stage was 
as Mrs Brice in the 2008 
Chichester Festival revival of 


the musical Funny Girl. She 
now regrets saying that if it 
was the last work she ever did 
it would have been worth it... 
she hasn’t had a major acting 
job since. “I only wish that 
Whoever is Up There hadn’t 
taken me quite so literally!” 

The book features a warm¬ 
hearted introduction from 
Claire Rayner, written shortly 
before her death last year.

Bryson’s home 
visit full of facts 


Audiobook 


WRITER, broadcaster and histo¬ 
rian Bill Bryson is good 
company, which makes his 
latest audiobook an experience 
like listening to an entertaining 
and informative friend. 

The Anglophile American, 
who first moved to England in 
1977, has written books on his 
travels and a hugely popular 
science book, A Short History of 
Nearly Everything. 

But he turns his attention 
closer to home, indeed his own, 
in At Home: A Short History of 
Private Life (£14.99, Random 
House Audiobooks). 

Moving from room to room 
and looking at everyday objects, 
he uncovers the extraordinary in 
the ordinary. 

Each room or object is the 
starting point for an exploration 
of history and human ingenuity, 
the who-why-when-and-where 
of how the modern home came 
to be, which, naturally, also 
teaches us a lot about how 
people used to live in the past. 

The surprises come thick and 
fast and will supply the listener 
with an endless store of did-you- 
know anecdotes. 

The book, even in an abridged 
form, takes six hours for Bryson

to read over five CDs. Thankfully, 
it remains consistently interest¬ 
ing and his warm midwestern 
tone is easy on the ear. 

Less easy on the ear is the 
bogus Russian accent of Alek¬ 
sandr Orlov, the ‘author’ who 
reads A Simples Life (£4.99, 
Random House Audiobooks), a 
spoof biography of the Mus¬ 
covite Meerkats who feature in a 
popular series of television 
adverts. It’s thin stuff even for an 
hour-long CD, a mildy amusing 
explanation of how the meerkats 
came from Africa to old Russia.

Showstopper! The Improvised Musical 

Arena Theatre 

LIVING on their wits, the Showstopper ensemble 
never perform the same show twice. This fast-think¬ 
ing, highly-talented group create a musical on the 
spot from suggestions shouted by the audience. 

This makes for a unique and exciting experience 
with the audience an integral part of the process. 

It’s like a Whose Line Is It Anyway sketch but mas¬ 
sively expanded and given a West End flavour. 

Showstopper recently made the transition to BBC 
Radio 4’s 6.30 comedy slot on Wednesdays, and the 
Wolverhampton audience came prepared with 
ideas at this one-nighter on Friday. 

Six actor/singers were accompanied by a key¬ 
boardist and, with only a few props, had to create 
magic from the combination of title, location, era 
and musical theatre styles. These were chosen by 
narrator, Sean McCann, from audience sugges¬ 
tions. He certainly put the actors through their paces 
with increasingly bizarre stage directions. 

So, largely due to audience member Geoff, we 
saw the 90-minute musical An Afternoon On A Ship 
about a cruise ship sailing from Dudley Port to 
Bermuda, where love blossoms between sailor Trey 
(Oliver Senton) and Black Country housewife Louise 
(brilliant Pippa Evans) despite the presence of her 
cross-dressing husband Peter (Andrew Pugsley), 
one half of cabaret cruise act Foxfire. Throw into the 
mix a singing waxwork Chinaman and a kung fu 
fighting dog, and you see just how surreal it got. But 
the song styles remained spot on, with the Phantom 
of the Opera and Les Miserables pastiches being 
real showstoppers. Leon Burakowski 

Milton Jones. Wolverhampton Civic Hall 

SHARP, quick-witted, erudite, haphazard, surreal, 
endearing. All these are true of comics’ comic Milton 
Jones, who gave his audience a night to remember 
with his off-beat, unorthodox humour. 

In fact, this was two Miltons for the price of one, 
with the first support act being his ‘granddad’, a 
delightful 15-minute ditty covering an alternative 
view of important moments in history set the stan¬ 
dard, detailing such events as the world’s first 
weather report and how Mozart actually met a grisly 
and untimely death. 

Don’t be fooled by the silly shirts or ridiculous hair; 
Jones is as clever as they come and handles audi¬ 
ence banter with aplomb, seemingly armed with 
killer lines for every eventuality throw at him. 

The influences of Tommy Cooper and Ronnie 
Barker are evident but this is a comedian who puts 
his own indelible mark on the comedy circuit, 
dishing out fast-paced one-liners better than 
anyone, usually laced with charming word play. 

No joke is more than a few lines long and the sub¬ 
jects covered during an exuberant 80-minute set are 
too many to list, but not once does he reduce 
himself to swearing or toilet humour. As every good 
comedian does, he leaves the audience wanting 
more; at this rate we’ll all be seeing a lot more of him.

Iconic Porsche 
is back in black 


IT’S BACK in black: The 
iconic Porsche 911 is to be 
available in just 1,911 examples 
worldwide. 

It is painted in plain black as 
standard, with Basalt Black metal¬ 
lic available as an option. 

The electric-folding hood of the 
Cabriolet model is trimmed in black 
cloth. Exterior highlights are provided 
by the 19-inch 911 Turbo II forged alloy 
wheels, the glossy metallic appearance 
of which perfectly complements the 
discreet elegance of these 911 models. 

In addition, the wheel rims provide an 
unobstructed view of the brake discs 
which are naturally paired with black- 
finished, four-piston aluminium 
monobloc fixed callipers. 

Lettering 

Black lettering on the stainless steel 
door entry guards identifies each ‘Black 
Edition’, and provides a first hint of the 
high-quality interior design with its 
focus on pure sports car values. 

Inside, the colour theme of the exte¬ 
rior continues with a black leather inte¬ 
rior, and facing the driver is a 
thick-rimmed SportDesign steering 
wheel. 

The instrument cluster naturally 
remains in black. On the glove compart¬ 
ment lid, a badge testifies to the limited 
production run of the 911 Black Edition. 

By way of contrast, the decorative 
fascia strip, gear lever and air vents are 
finished in aluminium-look paint. 

Together with the characteristic 
exhaust note of the flat-six 3.6-litre 
engine, a further acoustic highlight of 
the 911 Black Edition is the BOSE Sur¬ 
round Sound-System that is fitted as 
standard. 

This was specially co-ordinated with 
the interior of the 911 Carrera and com¬ 
prises 13 loudspeakers (12 in the Cabri¬ 
olet) including an active subwoofer and 
central speaker as well as a seven 
channel digital amplifier. 

Also standard on the Black Edition 
models is satellite navigation, and a uni¬ 
versal audio interface in the central 
console storage compartment that 
enables an MP3 player to be connected 
to the audio. 

Every 911 Black Edition also features 
rear ParkAssist, cruise control, auto¬ 
matic dimming anti-dazzle interior and 
exterior mirrors, and rain-sensing wind¬ 
screen wipers. 


The technology of the 911 Black 
Edition conforms to the Carrera stan¬ 
dard. Under the rear lid is to be found 
the typical Carrera flat-six cylinder 
engine, producing 345hp at 6,500 rpm 
from 3,614cc. 

Coupled with the six-speed gearbox, 
this output delivers a top speed of 180 
mph in both body versions. At its 
maximum acceleration, the Coupe 
reaches 62 mph in 4.9 seconds, the 
Cabriolet in 5.1 seconds. Combined 
with such impressive performance 
figures are remarkably moderate 
running costs; the 911 Black Series 
Coupe, for example, returns 27.4mpg 
on the combined cycle. 

The 911 Black Edition enjoys the 
same technical special equipment 
options that are offered for all Carrera 
models. 

First and foremost is the Porsche- 
Doppelkupplungsgetriebe (PDK) 
double-clutch gearbox. A 911 Carrera 
with PDK turns in record performances 
thanks to the seven ratios and quick 
gear changes achieved with no inter¬ 
ruption to the power flow. Fuel con¬ 
sumption is 29.4 mpg and 28.5 mpg for 
the closed and open-top 911 respec¬ 
tively. 

Gearshift 

With PDK, the Coupe accomplishes 
the sprint in only 4.7 seconds, the 
Cabrio in 4.9 seconds. Responsiveness 
can also be further enhanced by the 
optional Sport Chrono Plus package. It 
features the additional ‘Launch Control’ 
function with fast gearshifts, shaving a 
further 0.2 seconds off the acceleration 
times of vehicles equipped with PDK. 

The sportiness and comfort of the 
911 Black Edition can be enhanced 
further if so desired. 

For example, the Porsche Active 
Suspension Management (PASM) and 
as an additional option for the Coupe, 
the PASM with sports chassis lowered 
by 20 mm and mechanical rear limited 
slip differential. 

To further optimise braking perform¬ 
ance, Porsche Ceramic Composite 
Brakes (PCCB) are also available at 
extra cost. 

The 911 Black Edition goes on sale in 
April, priced from £67,270 for the 
Coupe and £74,958 for the Cabriolet - 
the same price as the standard 911 Car-

Eye-catching Italian with an edge 


S ometimes it takes a 
clever piece of technol¬ 
ogy or simply a particular 
engine to make you look at a 
car in a different light. 

In the case of Fiat’s 500, the 
Italian firm’s Twinair two-cylinder 
petrol engine is a revelation. 

Delivering low emissions and fuel 
consumption with the energy and char¬ 
acter of its pioneering predecessor, the 
two-pot 500 is a joy to drive. 

At the other end of the performance 
spectrum is the 500C Abarth. Fans of 
the 500 will instantly be familiar with 
the Abarth’s go-faster connotations. In 
a nutshell, the tuning sub-brand offers 
affordable sporting thrills thanks to a 
range of well judged upgrades - not a 
million miles from Abarth’s roots. 

Concept 

The 500 Abarth isn’t an entirely new 
concept. You’ve been able to buy such 
a car for some time. What hasn’t been 
possible until recently was to buy one 
in convertible form. As if a 140 horse¬ 
power 500 wasn’t decadent enough, 
Fiat have cut the roof off. 

Strictly speaking the 500C boasts a 
roll back roof, as the car retains the 
door frame structure of its tin-top rela¬ 
tive. This fabric cover can be electri¬ 
cally wound back the car’s full length, 
includes a heated glass screen and 
offers near-hatchback levels of refine¬ 
ment when in place. 

Somehow, even though a hatchback 
Abarth exists, it’s hard not to be

charmed by the 500C model and its 
enhanced features. Certainly, with the 
roof down, it’s easier to hear the car’s 
feisty engine thanks in part to a pair of 
oversize exhaust pipes. 

Those pipes join a modest but pur¬ 
poseful bodykit, chunky steering 
wheel, supportive sports seats, stylish 
alloy wheels and, crucially, retuned 
suspension settings. Ah yes, the main

reason for buying the 500C Abarth is 
its performance potential. And while it 
won’t worry the genuine hot hatch¬ 
backs occupying higher price points, 
the usable and accessible nature of 
this 500’s performance is not to be 
sneezed at. 

The 1.4-litre turbo petrol motor 
might produce “only” 140 horsepower, 
but in a car this size that’s plenty. This 


rev-happy engine snarls its way along, 
emitting a buzzy, impatient sound 
that’s highly addictive. 

In an unusual move, the 500C 
Abarth comes with a semi-auto 
gearbox complete with steering wheel 
paddleshifters. 

It’s unusual for two reasons: Such 
technology isn’t cheap, yet Fiat has 
managed to position the car competi¬ 


tively, plus this technology always 
divides opinion. Luddites will bemoan 
the lack of a clutch pedal - the 500’s 
gearbox is essentially a manual ‘box 
with the clutch action controlled elec¬ 
tronically. 

In practice, leaving the car in Auto 
mode does require the driver to 
second-guess shift points and feather 
the throttle accordingly. And, yes, that 


does take practice. However, stick the 
car in manual mode and you have full 
control over gearchanges. This is by far 
a more rewarding experience, and it 
doesn’t take long before you’re zipping 
up and down the gears with those deli¬ 
ciously weighted paddles. 

Better still is the car’s Sport mode, 
which adds more weight to the steer¬ 
ing and sharpens the combined 
responses of the engine and gearbox. 

Frankly, this can be left engaged all 
the time; far from turning the 500C into 
a temperamental trackday monster the 
sharper responses are welcome. 
Gearchanges feel crisper and there’s 
an audible change in the 500’s exhaust 
note, giving it a ‘big car’ sound. 

Rewarding 

In short, the car is a hoot to drive. 
The 500C Abarth growls and screams 
its way from gear to gear, corner to 
corner. For a small car with sports sus¬ 
pension its ride is supple, too. 

On a basic level the 500C Abarth dis¬ 
plays an edgy character that the 
regular, cute 500 lacks. Not everyone 
wants a bulging bodykit and a beefy 
exhaust, which is why so many regular 
500s have found homes. But that 
‘edge’ is precisely what the 500 needs 
to appeal to a section of the public 
seeking a fun, small car with talent. 

It’s easy for car makers to bolt on go- 
faster bits to create the illusion of 
enhanced performance. Fiat has done 
a thorough job with this 500C - some¬ 
thing of which Abarth fans can be 
proud. IAINOOOLEY

Pi res puts 
Rovers to 
the sword 


THE LEGS may have 
gone and there are a few 
grey streaks but Robert 
Pires had some of his old 
swagger back and at last 
produced a display in a 
Villa shirt worthy of his 
reputation. 

For the first time since his 
arrival on a free transfer in 
November the veteran French¬ 
man resembled something like 
the football impresario which had 
mesmerised defences while he 
was at Arsenal. 

Having won the competition three 
times as a player with the Gunners, 
perhaps the FA Cup brings the best 
out in Pires. 

More than likely, though, it was the 
time and space he was allowed by 
Blackburn which enabled him to 
thrive and help compatriot Gerard 
Houllier to his third consecutive win 
in all competitions. 

The 37-year-old no longer has the 
legs to play out wide so it was in an 
advanced playmaker position behind 
a trio of Villa forwards - D’Artagnan 
and the three musketeers — that he 
was able to influence the game. 

Up until this point there had been 
many questioning the wisdom of 
bringing in Pires — not least a number 
of players in the Villa squad who were 
privately baffled at the signing of a 
player who looked so chronically off 
the pace at training. 

Indeed Pires’ greatest contribution 
up until this point had been to make 
comments to the French media about 
apparent dressing room unrest. 

One of the sticking points of Houl- 
lier’s regime has also been an insis¬ 
tence that his players move to the 
West Midlands area, although Pires 
has been afforded special treatment. 

Upon signing, the veteran winger 
was granted dispensation to 
commute to London in a special 
chauffeur driven car, fitted out with 
all of the latest luxuries and gadgets 
to keep him happy for his frequent 
trips up and down the motorway. 

He still sauntered around the pitch 
like he was on a wine-tasting trip in 
his homeland but this time there was

an end product to much of what he 
attempted and he linked up bril¬ 
liantly with the equally impressive 
Barry Bannan. 

It would be an exaggeration to say 
Pires inspired Villa to victory over an 
average Blackburn side but for a 
native of Reims - home of some of 
some of the largest producers of 
champagne in France — he uncorked a 
vintage finish with a spectacular half¬ 
volley from the edge of the box. 

It may have been the champagne 
moment in the game but on a cold 
afternoon in Aston the bottle of 
bubbly for the man of the match 
firmly belonged to Ciaran Clark 
whose reputation is enhanced with 
every passing week. 

Anticipation 

He returned to his favoured posi¬ 
tion of centre-back and at times it 
barely looked like he broke sweat so 
good was his reading of the game. 

The most impressive thing about 
Clark is his anticipation and cool 
head which buys him those vital extra 
few seconds to play a clever pass or 
make that key interception. He just 
never seems rushed. 

Houllier made six changes from the 
side which claimed a 2-1 win over 
Wigan and selected a combination of 
Dad’s Army and the Boy Scouts as he 
blended youth with experience. 

Luckily Villa raced into a 3-1 lead 
so the only time Corporal Jones’ infa¬ 
mous catchphrase “don’t panic” was 
needed was the final 27 minutes after 
Nathan Baker was shown a red card. 

The 19-year-old defender’s tackle 
reflected the over-eagerness and 
inexperience of youth rather than 
being deliberately malicious — indeed 
Houllier’s response might have been 
similar to that of Captain Mainwar- 
ing’s to Private Pike. 

It is a shame that Baker will now sit 
out a three-match ban because as he 
followed up a confident performance 
against Wigan last week with an 
equally adept display. 

Up until that point he would proba¬ 
bly have been in with a chance of 
keeping his place in the team — if not 


certainly the squad — for the trip to 
Manchester United. 

Now he may find his opportunities 
blocked by others when he completes 
his ban. 

After a subdued start in front of a 
depleted crowd Villa broke the dead¬ 
lock when Bannan delivered a dan¬ 
gerous corner to the back post. 

Clark escaped his marker and pow¬ 
erfully headed the ball past Rovers 
goalkeeper Paul Robinson and into 
the net to claim his fourth goal of the 
season. 

Blackburn immediately responded 
moments later when Junior Hoilett 
forced Brad Friedel, who was dueto 
become Villa’s oldest-ever player 
against Manchester United on 
Tuesday evening, to make a smart 
save from a tight angle. 

Rovers were able to make their 
short spell of pressure count moments 
later though when Michel Salgado 
was played in by Hoilett. 

The Spanish full-back cut the ball 
back from the byline and Nikola 
Kalinic - who had only replaced the 
injured Roque Santa Cruz moments 
earlier - finished from close range 
with Friedel unable to claw the ball 
back from behind the line. 

Villa regained their composure as 
the game wore on and they reclaimed 
the lead after Nathan Delfouneso 
knocked the ball down into the path of 
Pires who struck a sweet half-volley 
past Robinson from the edge of the 
box. 

Villa took the sting out of the game, 
though, when they added a third after 
a superb move which saw Baker 
picked out on the left flank. 

The young defender whipped in an 
early ball which picked out 
Delfouneso and he made no mistake 
to head past Robinson. 

Both sides were much tighter at the 
back straight after the half-time 
interval and the game became a much 
scrappier affair which culminated in 
the sending off of Baker. The young 
defender lunged at Hoilett and 
referee Lee Probert showed no hesita¬ 
tion in giving him an early bath. 

Villa were comfortably able to snuff 
out Blackburn’s attempts at a come¬ 
back in the remainder of the game to 
keep up their record of knocking the 
Lancashire side out of both the FA 
Cup and League Cup for the past two 
seasons.

ALBION pulled off a major 
transfer coup after completing a 
late-night raid on Arsenal for 
Carlos Vela. 

The Baggies have signed the 21- 
year-old Mexico international on loan 
for the rest of the season, beating com¬ 
petition from Premier League rival 
Bolton and Spanish club Valencia. 

Boss Roberto Di Matteo said: “Carlos is 
an exciting signing for this club. Carlos is 
a new attacking option for us who can play 
both centrally and in the wide areas. 

“He also has great technical ability and 
pace and we’re hoping he can make a big 
impact during the remainder of the 
season. 

“There’s no doubt Carlos has the poten¬ 
tial to become a great player and it will 
hopefully be a win-win situation, where we 
help him by giving him game time while he 
helps us achieve our goal. 

Young 

“Having said all that, we have to remem¬ 
ber he is still a young boy learning his 
trade and we will be giving him all the 
support he needs during his time here.” 

Bolton had been seen as favourites to 
sign Vela after his Gunners team-mate 
Jack Wilshere enjoyed a productive loan 
spell at the Reebok Stadium last season. 

But the Baggies convinced the player 
and Arsenal boss Arsene Wenger that he 
would gain more match action at The 
Hawthorns. 

The 5ft lOin forward, who played in last 
summer’s World Cup for Mexico, has been 
given the No. 18 shirt. 

He started three games for Arsenal this 
season and netted three times - twice 
against Braga in the Champions League. 

He has scored nine times in 33 senior 
games for Mexico but is currently serving 
a six-month ban for his role in a late-night 
party after a friendly win over Columbia. 

He will not be eligible to face his parent 
club when they visit Albion on March 19. 

As Vela checked in at The Hawthorns, 
Reuben Reid ended his unhappy Baggies 
spell by joining Oldham on a permanent 
deal for a nominal fee.

ROBERTO Di Matteo claims 
Albion’s mid-season slide will 
make him a better boss. 

The Baggies head coach has seen 
his side lose seven of their last 
eight Premier League matches to 
slip into relegation trouble, going 
into Albion’s clash with Wigan at 
The Hawthorns on Tuesday, which 
took place aftr The Chronicle went 
to press. 

But Di Matteo insists he will remain 
strong as he attempts to turn around 
Albion’s fortunes.

“We were happy with the early 
points. It was important to get them 
because we knew we might have a bad 
spell. 

“But it’s not just us, there are plenty 
of other teams that have had one and I 
kind of prepared myself at the start of 
the season for that and it’s about how 
we react to it. 

“My attitude has always been that I 
have to fight for or earn everything I 
have in my life and that’s my mentality 
and what I continue to do.” 


Fighter gets a second 
crack at Midlands title 


SECOND chances don’t 
come along too often in 
boxing. 

But after suffering title 
heartbreak, Coseley’s Jamie 
Ball is determined to make the 
most of his next crack at the 
Midlands light welterweight 
crown. 

By his own admission, Ball’s Christ¬ 
mas was “ruined” when the unbeaten 
26-year-old took on Kieron Gray for 
the vacant title at Birmingham’s 
Holiday Inn. 

Ball and Telford’s Gray - in his final 
fight before hanging up his gloves — 
went toe-to-toe over 10 rounds in a 
compelling contest which, after a con¬ 
troversial knockdown scored against 
Ball in the last round - ended in a 
draw. 

It was the second time in as many 
years a battle for the belt had failed to 
produce a winner. 

Ball, who had almost pulled out of 
the fight due to flu, feared his dream 
had died. But on New Year’s Eve a call 
from his manager Paul ‘PJ’ Rowson 
provided the perfect pick-me-up. 

Rowson had matched up him up 
with another shot at the vacant belt, 
this time against Newark’s Andrew 


Lowe at Walsall Town Hall on Febru¬ 
ary 26. 

Ball said: “Not winning the belt first 
time round ruined my Christmas. 

“I had put so much into it and I was 
so disappointed with the draw. 

“Becoming the Midlands champion 
was the only present I wanted.” 

Rejuventated, Ball headed straight 
back to the gym as reality dawned he 
would have to be at his best to beat a 
fighter who has only ever been stopped 
once. 

Lowe’s one shot at an area belt 
brought about his only stoppage, when 
he was beaten in eight rounds by 
Telford’s Mark Lloyd in a Midlands 
welterweight title fight at Wolver¬ 
hampton Civic Hall in June 2008. 

Confident 

However, the 30-year-old has also 
been beaten twice on points and Ball 
feels confident that — having gone 10 
rounds in December at “75 to 80 per 
cent” - he can take his game to a level 
his oppoment simply can’t match. 

He said: “If you look at our records 
there is not much between us. 

“We’ve both got to go out and prove 
ourselves. But, having done the 10 
rounds now, I know I have an extra few 
gears to pick up on. 

“He’s a half-decent boxer and I am 
not going to take anything for granted. 

“I am going to go in there think¬ 
ing he has trained just as hard as 
me and do what I have got to do. 

“But, hopefully, I should be too 
big and strong for him.”
